FREEDOM FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 
The movement for Filipino inde­ 
pendence is not yet as strong at Wash­ 
ington as at Manila, but is is said to 
be making great and unprecedented 
strides at the former place. 
Perhaps 
the most potent are the 
econom­ 
ic and the military reasons; and of 
these two the latter is assuredly the 
more important. 
It costs us a round sum to keep the 
Philippines and 
this is no time for j 
spending money in government with-1 
out good reason. But the Philippines, j 
if we continue to hold them, may cost 
us something much more precious 
than dollars. If we should some day 
become involved in war and a strong 
naval and military power, not far dis­ 
tant from the Philippines, should take 
the islands from us—as might very 
well happen—it would be necessary 
for us to take them back from that 
Power, 
even though we planned to 
give them independence as soon as we 
got them back. 
To get them back 
would 
be a long and 
exceedingly 
bloody process. Hundreds of thou­ 
sands of homes in America would be 
darkened with sorrow before the 
Stars and Stripes were raised again 
over Manila. 
Meanwhile, even if this war never 
cames, we must, as long as we keep 
the Philippines, be prepared for the 
possibility of its coming and for all 
that involves in the way of Philippine 
defense. 
That means armaments far 
vaster and more costly than would be 
necessary if we did not have this dis­ 
tant island outpost to consider.

Filipino independence is winning the

There are several post offices !n 
S*it2erland at a height of 7.000 or 
feet and a mall box on the very 
summit of the Langur.rd, ‘from which 
four collections ere jtiede daily, I* 
nearly 10,000 feet above the sen level. 
Near here some years ago three letter 
carriers were crushed to death by an 
avalanche. 
In an adjacent canton, in 
the summer of 1SC3. a postman fell 
into a crevasse while crossing a gla­ 
cier, his two full bags on his Lack.
